SECTION 1. In accordance with the provisions of Section 21 

36(B)(2) and (3), Article III, Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, 22 

and Section 11-11-320(C) and (D) of the 1976 Code, there is 23 

appropriated from the monies available in the Capital Reserve Fund 24 

for Fiscal Year 2016-2017 the following amounts: 25

SECTION 2. The funds appropriated to the Office of Adjutant 18 

General, Emergency Management Division in Item (1) for 19 

Hurricane Matthew FEMA Match and in Item (2) for Pinnacle 20 

Mountain Fire FEMA Match shall be utilized to provide the state 21 

cost share of the FEMA matching funds.  Priority shall be given to 22 

FEMA Public Assistance for state agencies, universities, and local 23 

governments and FEMA Individual Assistance prior to providing 24 

funds for FEMA Public Assistance to private non-profit entities. 25 

 26 

SECTION 3. The Comptroller General shall post the 27 

appropriations contained in this joint resolution as provided in 28 

Section 11-11-320(D) of the 1976 Code. Unexpended funds 29 

appropriated pursuant to this joint resolution may be carried forward 30 

to succeeding fiscal years and expended for the same purposes. 31

SECTION 4. This joint resolution takes effect thirty days after the 33 

completion of the 2016-2017 Fiscal Year in accordance with the 34 

provisions of Section 36(B)(3)(a), Article III, Constitution of South 35 

Carolina, 1895, and Section 11-11-320(D)(1) of the 1976 Code. 36 
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
